Stiff Penalties For Late” 
Business License Fees 


Albany City Council Monday 
night referred back to Admin- 
istrative Assistant James B. 
Turner and City Attorney Law- 
rence D. Saler a proposal by 
Turner to increase current low 
penalties for late payment of 
business license fees. 

If it is determined that the 
City of Albany can legally im-
